Judge Alexander Holtzoff, when 
mposmg sentence, said

year-old retired general was guilty 
)!' a "very grave and serious at- 
:ense." The maximum sentence he 
could have imposed was 30 years. 
Meyers stood erect and appar- 


ently unmoved, as Judge Hoitzoff 
told him: 
"Bennett E. Meyers, it is 
the 
judgment of this court that you be 
imprisoned in an institution to be 
designated by the attorney general 
of tne United States for a term of 
not less than 20 months and • not 
more than 5 years." 


Meyers 
was 
immediately- led 


from the court room uy 
lederat 
marshal. After the jury's verdict 
last week, attorneys lor the war- 
time air forces deputy purchasing 
cmef had announced tney would ap- 
peal the verdict.
